WORLD  LARD  PRODUCTION 


AND  TBADB 

Production  of  lard  in  196^  in  the  world's  major  producing  countries  is  esti- 
mated at  6,690  million  pounds do\-m  6  percent  from  19^3. 


The  major  reason  for  the  drop  in  v7orld  production  was  the  sharp  reduction 
estimated  to  have  taken  place  in  the  USSR  following  the  drop  in  hog  numhers 
during  the  previous  year. 

Pork  production  had  dropped  to  a  low  point  in  Western  Europe  in  late  1963^ 
"but  recovered  rapidly  in  196k,  and  will  prohahly  reach  a  peak  in  late 
1965  or  early  I966.    Lard  production  in  Western  Europe  is  estimated  to  have 
risen  as  a  result  of  the  higher  level  of  pork  production. 


Output  of  lard  in  the  United  States  in  196^  nearly  paralleled  1963  produc- 
tion.   Reduced  hog  slaughter  in  I965  and  the  forecast  of  continued  lower 
production  during  most  of  I966  indicate  a  tight  supply  situation  at  least 
until  the  third  quarter  of  I966. 


Trade 


World  exports  of  lard  conb  inued  to  increase  in  196^,  reaching  9^8  million 
pounds • 

The  United  States  remained  the  major  producer  and  exporter  of  lard  and  the 
United  Kingdom  continued  to  he  the  world's  leading  importer.    Lard  in  the 
United  Kingdom  is  consumed  in  large  quantities  directly  in  1  pound  and  2 
pound  packages.     It  is  also  used  extensively  in  the  manufacture  of  compound 
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cooking  fats  and  in  margarine  when  it  is  competitive  with  vegetalDle  and 
marine  oil  substitutes.    In  196k-y  with  Europe  short  of  lard  for  the  most 
part,  and  lard  in  the  United  States  competitively  priced,  export  trade  with 
the  United  Kingdom  increased. 

In  1965 ^  European  production  increased  and  export  surpluses  developed  in 
several  countries,  particularly  in  Belgium,  France,  and  Denmark.  These 
countries  and  several  others  increased  their  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
largely  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  where  supplies  continued  to  "be 
limited. 

Cuba  continued  to  be  the  leading  buyer  of  Butch  lard,  having  replaced  Peru 
as  the  Netherlands  best  customer.    The  United  States  now  supplies  most  of 
the  raw  material  used  in  the  manufacture  of  lard  in  Peru,  aided  to  some  ex- 
tent by  increased  tariffs  on  imported  lard  and  a  more  favorable  treatment 
of  imported  raw  materials.    Cuba  formerly  was  the  second  leading  buyer  of 
U.S.  lard,  purchasing  about  175  million  pounds  annually. 

World  lard  exports  in  19^5  will  probably  total  somewhat  less  than  in  I96U. 
The  United  States  will  export  considerably  less,  offsetting  increased 
amounts  shipped  from  Western  Europe. 

The  United  Kingdom  as  a  market  will  be  about  20  percent  smaller  than  in 
196^.    Lard  has  lost  some  of  its  competitive  edge  in  I965  and  has  been  re- 
placed to  some  extent  by  vegetable  and  marine  oils  in  manufacturing  of 
compound  fats  and  margarine.
